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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-12,25 are allowed.

Independent Claims 1 & 8 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 

references taken alone or in combination do not teach or suggest: wherein each one of the plurality of read 
heads produces a signal representative of the magnetisation, and wherein the plurality of heads are positioned to serially 
read the same magnetic regions; and a detector responsive to the signals for averaging the signals produced by each one of 
the plurality of read heads and in response thereto determining the data hit value represented by the magnetisation.
